II 
is imperative lhal the attending veterinarian be made aware of problems. oF animal heatth, behavior, and well-being so 
lhal the veterinarian ma y oversea the appropriate treatment and ensure Ihe optimal oylcome tor the erirnr.l's well- 
being. The facility shall ensure lhal pregrams of adequate veterinary cate are maintained to ensure that ihe attending 
veterinarian receives timely and accurate information on problems of anima* health, behavior, and well-being,
